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The problem of the faculty dining room. . . 


The Deans Speak Out

Is the faculty dining room 
such an important issue that 
students and faculty members 
should be up in arms? This issue 
was discussed in length with a 
few Administrators on our 
campus. The following are the 
opinions expressed by — these 
men. , 

Richard Powers, Dean of 
Students, was somewhat 
sympathetic toward the 
students. He felt that the 
students should have enough 
space to eat. However, “the 
faculty should have a place to 
eat together without students 
and there should be a place to go 
that is mixed.” He them stressed 
the fact that he would not mind 
eating with the students. “I 
enjoy talking with students and 
faculty ... but I don’t want a 
student audience when talking 
to faculty members.” 

When asked why he doesn’t 
eat with the students at the 
present, the Dean replied, “too 


noisy, too crowded and too 
dirty.” 
Upon approaching Dean 


Roehl, the technicalities of the 


problem were discussed in some 
length. He first informed me of a 
student decision (in 1966) to 
turn the student lounge 
(presently the faculty dining 
room) over to the faculty. The 
students realized then that they 
were losing quite a bit of space. 
Crowded conditions were not a 


_ problem at the time, however. 


Moving the faculty to the 
Mechanical building would bring 
up a problem of food services. 
There is no sufficient means of 
serving the faculty hit meals as 
were in the dining room. Dean 
Roehl felt the faculty would be 
moved to a space that was bigger 
than their needs. He did agree, 
though, that the “faculty using 
the dining room does not justify 
the space being used.’’ He also 
feels it is a good idea if the 
faculty relinquishes the dining 
room. “Any faculty that would 
not eat with the students is 
aloof. Any aloof faculty member 
has no business teaching.” 

Dean Durst, the Dean of the 
College, did not feel moving the 


faculty to the Mechanical 
building would solve the 
problem. “This arrangement 


would make the faculty more 
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remote from the students.” He 
then added “‘No real relationship 
would exist between faculty and 
students.” 

The Dean’s thoughts were 
similar to those of Dean Roehl. 
He feels that the dining area is 
too large for the number of 
faculty using it at the present. 
His solution was to divide the 
area in half, half for faculty and 
half for students. “This seems to 
be the logical solution.”’ It seems 
this arrangement would keep the 
faculty from being rubbed the 
wrong way, which could make 
them more hostile toward the 
students. 

“I have very little time to eat 
with the students.” The fear of 
being tied up in a conversation, 
seemed to be his only answer to 
would you eat with students. He 
feels he is more helpful to the 
students in his office. “If I had 
the time, this would be a great 
means of communication.” 


EDITORS NOTE: Since this 
writing, a decision has been 
made by the faculty association 
to divide the area in half.

Bob DeNunzio of the Student

gap between students and 
faculty. 

Mr. Joe Peone asked what 
right have the students got to 
demand the Faculty Dining 
Room. “Why isn’t the gym 
used?” he said. Dean Roehl 
answered plainly that it was used 
for intramurals. : 

Several of the members asked 
repeated questions about 
dividers for the two sections. 
The faculty wants its own quiet, 
clean little place to sit and have 
coffee. 

The picayunity of the 
discussion was amazing. Whether 
or-not the accordian door was to 
be moved when the room was 
divided, or if the glass dividers 
would be used. Whether the 
round tables would remain or if 
they would be replaced by 
square tables as are in the 
remainder of the cafeteria, And 
what would be done with the 
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Mr. Newcomb makes a motion.

The - letters WKOP bring 
visions of Buck Owens to most 
of us but add “FM” to those 
letters and today you can see 
Joe Cocker. WKOP—FM is the 
newest thing in radio and the 
“Binghamton Giant” is giving 
WENE, “The Hitmaker” some 
headaches — and for some good 
reasons. 

KOP started transmitting in 
1954 with Classical and 
Background from the Empire 
State FM Network. At Midnight 
on August 4th, all that changed. 
At 99.1 Mhz with 33,000 Watts 
of power, KOP struck the first 
deathblow to WENE’s 
domination of the contemporary 
market in the Southern Tier. 
The-man behind it is Michael J. 
Raymond — ironically, the best 
jock WENE ever had ‘till he left 
to do it on his own, Raymond 
has been with radio since 
February Ist, 1967. (“I was 
hoping I could have started April 
fools day.”’) Since his first days 
at WSBS in Massachusetts, Mike 
has worked at WDOT, WTRY 
(Albany), WSNY, and WENE. 

Asked why he left WENE, 
MJR replied, “I had an idea to 
make WKOP-FM into a winner 
and show people what real radio 
is all about — entertaining!” 
Compare the number of 
commercial minutes on any AM 
station to KOP and you'll be 


relieved to find music more 
important than Coke on 
KOP—FM. “The maximum we'll 
ever have is four mintues 


perhour of commercial time... 
Nobody’s here to make a hell of 
a lot of money”, Raymond 
insisted and added, “The whole 
concept is a radio station with 
something for everybody. If 
anybody wants to hear anything

Not only is KOP playing the 
music you want, but it sounds 
better. FM radio’s frequency 
response is from 20-15,000 Hz 
and KOP uses no compression or 
electronic equalization. They 
even use dry célls on the 
turntable preamps to eliminate 
ripple. All this means is that it 
sounds a hell of a lot better than 
an AM -station. (AM’s response 
cuts off at 9755100" “Hz-) 
WKOP—FM runs 24 hours a day 
with a 24 hour request line. 
(7244000) 

So far the public reaction to 
KOP has been terrific. ““We’re 
getting calls from entire families 
for requests... The announcers 
are told to play all the requests— 
if somebody wants ‘Toot Toot 
Tootsie’ by Al Jolson, we’ll play 
it — because we have it,” says 


Mike. As with any new venture, 
a few problems arise. Raymond 
explained, “We played ‘Mr. 
Slater’s Parrot’ by the Bonzo 
Dog Band once. WE got a call 
later from a lady in a pet store 
who claimed every parrot in the 
place shit on the spot. I said 
‘Well I could have played, 
“‘Hunting Tigers in India”. 
However I don’t think she had 
any tigers.”’ 


Those of us who listened to 
AM radio here before 1962 can 
remember WEBO (what’s that?) 
in Owego was once the heaviest 
station around. Then WENE 
switched from Middle of the 
Road to contemporary Rock 
and wiped ‘out EBO. The 
evolution continues and WENE’s 
fate seems uncertain as 
WKOP-—FM starts pulling the 
rug... 


Household Students 


In determining the eligibility 
of a household in which ONE 
OR MORE of its members is a 
college student, the following 
conditions shall be met. 

1. “‘The Household’? means a 
group of related or non-related 
individuals, who are not 
residents of an institution or 
boarding house, but who are 
living as one economic unit 
sharing common _ cooking 
facilities and for whom food is 
customarily purchased in 
common. It shall also mean a 
single individual living alone who 
has cooking facilities and who 
purchases and prepares food for 
home consumption. 


2. Fraternities, sororities, 
boarding houses (private or 
cooperative), and other like 


groups would not be eligible. 

3. If the major source or 
purpose of a student loan, 
contribution, benefit, award, or 
other resource, for use during a 
school semester or school year, 
limits its application to: a 
particular person or need which 
can be verified, the total amount 
of such resources will not be 
considered as either income or 
liquid assets, 

4. Mandatory school costs 
(other than living expenses) such 
as tuition, books, laboratory and 
library fees shall be deducted 
from the total amount of the 
resources. All such mandatory 
costs must be verified. 

5. The balance, after 
mandatory expenses, intended 


to cover living expenses shall be 
pro-rated over the months of the 
school semester or year which 
the resources are intended to 
cover. 

6. The monthly pro-rated 
amount shall then be added to 
any other regular income in 
arriving at total net monthly 
income of the household, for 
purposes of eligibility and the 
basis of issuance of Food 
Stamps.
